Elder Ballard was in attend¬ 
ance at the Alberta conferences 
last January and at that time 
seemed in excellent health, llis 
addresses were delivered with 
his usual forcefulness and zeal. 
He formerly presided over the 
northwestern states mission 
with headquarters at Portland 
was ordained an apostle in 1919 
and was one of tlie organizers 
of the Church Security Plan. 
He was possibly th e most pop 
ular man in the pulpit among 
Mormon church leaders*and will 
lie greatly missed. In business 
affairs in his home city Mr. 
Ballard was prominent being 
connected with various enter¬ 
prises including the Covey-Bal- 
iard Motor company. Date °f 
the funeral is not known.

Moisture conditions on the 
prairie provinces, a lthough 
showing a slight decline from 
last week in Alberta and Sask- 
chewan, have been reasonably 
well maintained. During the past 
week Manitoba received soma 
very heavy but apparently spot 
ty rains, the heaviest of these 
appearing to have occurred in 
the northern part the crop 
area 

The r.ioisture condition for 
th e three prairie provinces as a 
unit, combining the fall reserv¬ 
es and the current growing sea 
son moisture is now 110 percent 
of normal. This compares with 
111 percent last week and 88 
percent a year ago. 

Alberta is now 103 percent as 
compared with 105 percent last 
week and 90 percent a year ago 

Saskatchewan is now 119 per. 
cent as compared with 121 per¬ 
cent last week and 87 percent 
a year ago. 

Manitoba is now 87 percent 
as compared with 86 percent 
last week and 81 percent a year 
ago.

ALBERTA ORDERS 

TRAILER LICENSE 

Alberta i 8 one of the first 
provinces to take steps to im¬ 
pose a license fee on trailers, 
according to information re¬ 
ceived by officials of the Alber¬ 
ta Motor Association. 

Announcement bv th e govern 
ment that this new license fee 
is being imposed is to b e con¬ 
sidered by motor club 

The regulations which are be 
ing administered by th e prov¬ 
incial highway traffic board, 
provide for a foe of $2.50 on a 
two-wheel and $5 on a four 
wheel trailer. 

There are no exemptions, so 
far as trailers attached to a mot 
or vehicle and operated fo r per 
sonal use are concerned. No mat 
ter whether it is a trailer to a 
passenger car or to a farmer’s 
truck, the new license is requir 
ed. I n some quarters it i 8 sug¬ 
gested that the result of the 
license will be to keep many 
trailers off the highways. It is 
contended that some of the trail 
ers ar e a menace to traffic and 
that a license fee will have the 
effect of making them safer or 
reducing their number. 

The regulations also provide 
for a proper chain fo r attaching 
the trailer to the car. 

Officials of th e traffic board 
stated that th<? purpose of the 
ne w regulation is to bring the 
trailers under control and aster 
tai n the number operated in A1 
berta.

BRITISH ECONOMIST CITES 

BIG NEED FOR BUSINESS 
PLANNING 

“Is it possible fur th e leaders 
of business to do anything them 
selves to prevent or mitigate 
tradie depressions?” asks Sir 
Arthur Salter, distinguished 
British economist, writing in 
the current Rotarian Magazine. 

He proceeds to answer bis 
question with an emphatic “Yes 
after pointing out that even 
more distress may lie ahead un 
less positive, forward-looking- 
action is taken bv those indust¬ 
rial leaders wh Q individually ex¬ 
ert great power over business 
trends. 

“A relatively restricted num 
ber of leaders,” he says, '* have 
the power either to impede or 
to assist the adjusments that 
all forms of economic change 
ar e constantly requiring.” In 
view of this, what is needed, he 
asserts, is close r coordination 
between business leaders and 
government especially i n the 
field of broad planning. 

Governments have great res¬ 
ponsibilities during times of ec¬ 
onomic stress, but, he points 
out, “while there are some 
things which they can usefully 
do, there are others which of¬ 
fer, or seem to offer, some re¬ 
lief for the moment, but which 
will involve immensely serious 
consequences later. One thing is 
certain. If the leaders of busin¬ 
ess make no contribution them¬ 
selves, and if they are not co¬ 
operating with the government 
and are suspicious of and hos¬ 
tile to what it is doing, no gov¬ 
ernmental measures can sub¬ 
stantially re lieve the situation.” 

Business should take a long 
tim e view. h e states, and delib¬ 
erately pla n fo r the inevitable 
depressions during the times of 
prosperity. “Public utilities and 
railways, for example, could to 
a considerable extent,” h e be¬ 
lieves, “restrict capital expen¬ 
diture during booms and expand 
it during depressions.” 

Modification of the install¬ 
ment buying system might also 
be made as business volume 
changes, he continues. “Would 
it not be possible, fo r certain 
classes of important industrial¬ 
ists—for example, the manuf-
